NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—The greatest 


German commerce raid of the war 
was revealed today through United 
Press despatches from Buenos Aires 
and an official statement fl)-om the 
British admiralty. 
Eight British and two French mer- 


chantmen were announced by the ad- 
miralty as having boon sunk by a Ger- 
man raider. Two others have been 
captured and have now probably been 
converted 
into 
raiders 
and 
are 


prowling the seas in search of further 
prey. 


The despatches from 33>uenos Aires 


indicated that tho list of vessels which 
have been sunlc or captured may roach 
twenty or twenty-two. 


THRU/UN G SEA TALK. 
Survivors from some of the vessels 


destroyed have been landed by a Japa- 
nese steamer at Pernambuco, Brazil. 
It ia -certain that when their stories 
are known one of the moat thrilling 
seafaring exploits of the war will bo 
disclosed.

Jan. 17.—Steps will be 
taken at the British Imperial confer- 
ence in this city next month to bind 
the component parts of the empire 
closer together than ever before, it 
was learned here by tho International 
News Service today.

Africa and Now Foundiand and the 
secretary of state tor India, and these

with 


Premier Lloyd-George, Lord Mliner, 
Lord Curzon, Arthur Henderson and 
A. Bonar Law. 
The last five comprise 
the membership of the English war 
council. 


The overseas dominions of England, 
in view of the men and war supplies 
they are furnishing, are to be given 
more voice In the affairs of the mother 
country than in tho past. They are 
to be given a say on economic 
mat- 
ters, for it is most likely that a big 
part of Great Britain's mighty war 
debt will fall upon them. 
It is understood that the call for 
the council, which was issued by Wal- 
ter Long, secretary of state for the 
colonies, was Issued at the instigation 
of Lloyd-George, but it has the full 
approbation 
of King George. 
Ever 


since h'e ascended to the throno it has 
been one of the deepest wishes of the 
king to bind more closely the coun- 
tries making up the empire. That 
opportunity now has come.

';'; Agents of the Mexican de facto,.govemment have 
been instructed to sell in the United States if possi- 
ble approximately 300,000,000 pounds of junk. This 
jifink is composed of scrap iron and metals from the 
destruction of railroad property, manufacturing 
plants and industries generally during the last four 
years of the revolution. It has been collected along 
the lines of the different railways in the'principal 
towns and cities controlled by the Carranzistas. 
General Carranza has appointed a trade agent to 
represent him in the proposed junk transaction 
.•with instructions t*£get the best possible price. It 
Trill require about 16,000 cars to move the material. 


• ';> Never before Avas there a more pathetic, and at 


the same time shameful, story behind the word 
"junk." 'It represents what is left of the industrial 
enterprises of foreigners in Mexico which at the be- 
ginning of .the reign of terror was valued at more 
than $500,000,000. It is the wreck of railroad cars 
and locomotives, burned with their freight and 
often ;their passengers imprisoned within them; of 
.dynamited bridges; of cotton mills, mining plants 
and other monuments to the industry of foreigners. 
Practically 95 per cent of the destroyed property 
•^•'as owned by Americans. 


'-•' The wreck of foreign property has been can-led 
out with a wantonness unparalleled in any other 
Avar or revolution. Carranza and his lieutenants 
lifivo been as culpable In openly disregarding their 


i. duties to protect foreign interests as the other 


bandits enrolled1'under the leadership of Pancho 
Villa. But Carraaza, it seems, .was far-seeing and 


: he is possessed of the brazenness to carry his pr,p- 


conceived program to completion. The wreckage of 
the destroyed and looted manufactories and. trans- 
portation facilities will be sold now as government 
property and the proceeds devoted to carrying on 
bis administration of anarcli)'. 


,The,process by which foreign investments are to 


be converted into de facto government funds in- 
volves a lot of waste, but it is simple and direct. It 
also will probably be successful. The United States 
government will not protest and the moral sense 
of American dealers in junk will hardly be able to 
survive the temptations of largo profits and they 
will help Carranza to reap the benefits of his in- 
famous scheme. 


;ovcrmnent. And perhaps a few of the good tax- 
payers of the country will feel they have obtained 
their money's worth in the information that "no 
heads were broken" and that "all participants 
seemed to be feeling in good humor when the meet- 
ing adjourned for dinner."

REFORMING "LITERARY" STYLE. 


A marked improvement is to be noted in the tone 


and style of some of the reports compiled and issued 
by the federal government. This is a fact which 
all who feel it necessary to wade through the tomes 
of statistical matter issued by tJic various bureaus 
ai'C duly grateful. 
It is a uiaiier of regret, how- 


over, that we find the enthusiasm to break away 
from the stereotyped form which has prevailed for 
over a century exceeding reasonable bounds—to 
such an extent as to comprise an overdose of youth- 
ful vivacity. 


As an illustration of tills latter tendency, the 


monthly review of (lin Bureau of Labor Statistics 
for January, JO 17, suffices. 
The opening article in 


this volume is entitled ''The Conference on Social 
Insurance" and is printed under the name of Royal 
Meeker, Commissioner of Labor Statistics. From 
page 2, we qimfe, as justifying the above observa- 
tion, the following: 


"The Tuesday afternoon session was in large part 


what could havo been foretold, a wrangling "match 
bfifrwRen the several types of workmen's compensa- 
tion insurance carriers.

ADMIRAL DEWEY. 


America has lost her greatest naval hero in the 


death of Admiral George Dcwey. It is true that 
the enthusiasm of the people for Admiral Dewey 
had cooled somewhat in recent years, but this was 
due solely to the inconstancy of the people to any 
great human figure after he retires from the "lime- 
light." His death will remind the people of their 
former demonstrated affection and while the na- 
tion mourns it will look in vain for a figure since 
the passing of Washington who once enjoyed 80 
high a placte in the public regard. No partisan 
strife set Admiral Dewey apart from any section 
of the country. 


There are many who would bo loath to confess 


to being an admirer of a simple war figure. But Ad- 
miral Dewey became more than that to the popular 
mind; he became an instrument by which America's 
war for justice for oppressed peoples was won, the 
exemplification of successful valor in battle, of 
bravery with magnanimity, and of courageous pa- 
triotism for humanity's sake. 


The battle of Manila bay, while the most con- 


spicuous event in Admiral Dewey's career, was not 
by any means the most - important of his useful 
services to his country. From his admission to the 
naval academy in 1854 to the present was sixty 
three years and Dewey was in active service all of 
this period. He was the last of the Civil war naval 
officers to quit work.-- When the war of the rebel- 
lion started, Dewey, then a young lieutenant, was 
on duty on the frigate Wabash with the Mediter- 
ranean squadron. In 1861 he was transferred to 
the sloop Mississippi of the Gulf squadron and on 
this vessel joined with Farragut's squadron in 
forcing .the. passage of Fort St. Philip and Fort 
Jackson in 1862, and took part subsequently in the 
famous battle of the ironclads. After this he served 
on various vessels belonging to the North Atlantic 
blockading squa'dron. After thirty-three years of 
peace, during which he watched the slow develop- 
ment of the American navy, Admiral Dewey found 
himself in command, in January, 1898, of the Asi- 
atic squadron, and on May 1, of that year, com- 
manded the squadron In the battle of Manila bay. 
He completely annihilated the Spanish fleet under 
Montejo, destroying eleven vessels,' capturing all 
others and silencing all land batteries, without the 
loss of a single man. 


Responding to the unbounded ,enthusiasm with 


which this exploit was received in the United 
States, Congress passed a resolution of thanks and 
promoted "the hero of Manila bay" to the rank of 
rear-admiral. A year later he was given the active 
rank of admiral and subsequently appointed pres- 
ident of the General Board of the Navy. It was 
provided that he should remain in active service 
until His death. Thus he was, in Ms eightieth yean 
the ranking officer of the American navy. He re- 
fused to relinquish his work and a week before his 
death visited his qffice to perform the- routine du- 
ties.

NEW YORK'S ADVANTAGE. 
Geographically, New York has a 
sreat advantage over us. New York 
IB about 1600 miles nearer to the west 
coast of Go.itral and Soutli America 
than we are. 
During November, 1016, 
there wero 149 ships passed through 
the Panama canal and the greater 
number were destined for the west 
coast of Central and South America. 
We are already losing out on Central 
and South America as well as the 
Orient. Locating a free port at New 
York will make it the great magnet 
that will draw the export and world's 
transshipment
